It gives to 
actual settlers on school lands in the 
State a clear title to thelr lands and 
puts an end to an endless chain of 
litigation which began in 1900. 
The lands affected are in the west- 
ern half of the State and comprise 
many thousand acres which original- 
ly belonged to the State under the 
United States School Land Act.

Williams replied he would have no 
ébjection to that, and when the court 
asked if he thought there would be a

‘McCallum held that a city can pure 
chase property to be paid for in fue 
ture, provided no obligation absolute 
is laid on the city to pay.

raised on the demurrer to the answer 
or to the complaint were that under 
Article 18 of the Charter the Board 
of Public Service Commissioners had 
no right to purchase the lot nor does 
the present board’s successors have the 
right or authority to construct a build- 
ing out of the funds of the Water 
Board and complete the payments for 
the lot. Under this same article the 
present board has no power or au- 
thority to erect a. building for the 
purpose of providing offices to con- 
duct its entire business out of the 
money arising from the bureau per- 
taining to water. ad 

Assistant City Attornéy Cryer argued 
for the city that the consequence of 
restraining the Water. Commissioners 
would mean a sacrifice of the property 
whjch they have contracted to pur- 
chase and a loss to the Water Depart- 
ment of upwards of $150,000. He held 
that the board was not within the con- 
stitutional prohibition because the 
money for this building is not derived 
from taxation, but from the revenue 
of the Water Department, hence the 
constitutional prohibition has no ap- 
plication whatever. 

The charter, Cryer argued, delegates 
to the boafd all the authority that the 
city nas with reference to conducting 
the management of the affairs of the 
Water Department. He did not think 
that any of the reasons assigned were 
sufficient as a matter of law to say 
that the acts of the board were illegal.

Orr WINS AND LOSES. 
RATE-ORDINANCE RULED ON. 


The validity of the ordinance passed 
by the City Council, fixing the prices 
to be charged for electric power was 
upheld by Judge Conrey in Depart- 
ment Five yesterday in a ruling sus- 
taining the demurrer of the Los An- 
geles Gas and Electric Corporation to 
the amended complaint of the Pinney 
and Boyle Company. The constitu- 


tionality of the ordinance was at- 


tacked because it provides a minimum 
as Well as a maximum rate. 

The Pinney and Boyle Company 
sought to compel the Los Angeles Gas 
and Electric Corporation to furnish 
them power under an agreement 
made before the ordinance was 
adopted and at a rate lower than that 
provided in the ordinance after it 
went into effect. The corporation held 
that it could not continue the agree- 
ment and suit was brought to restrain 
it from enforcing the provisions of the 
ordinance. 

The court held that the most obvi- 
ous purpose of establishing rates is 
that discrimination may be prevented 
between different classes of users in 
the community. It seems reasonable 
that, in the case of such a public util- 
ity, there should be a definite and éf- 
fective means of public control, so 
that the cost of maintaining the busi- 
2 of producing and distributing 
electric current shall be fairly pro- 
portioned among these different 
classes of consumers. 

Judge Conrey also granted an order 
of injunction restraining the city 
from interfering with the Economic 
Gas Company in granting a 5-cent 
discount on bills paid during the first 
ten days of the month. The city no- 
tified the gas company the discount 10 
unlawful and threatened to prosecute 
it for violating the ordinance. The 
court held that it is a privilege granted 
to all customers who choose to avail 
themselves of it. The regulation, he 
stated, does not add a penny to the 
expenses or costs of gas to the con- 
sumer or any class of consumers.

In 
England the average wage is $19.75 per 
month. The cost of sheep labor in Africa is 
phenomenally low. In the Transvaal an 
average monthly wage, 


in Orange Free State, from $2.50 to $5 per 
month. In Rhodesia herders receive as low 
as $1.21 per month and board. In Austra- 
lia, where the wages are comparatively 
high, the conditions are such that one man 
can handle about ten times as many sheep 
as he does in the United States and this 
makes the labor cost per sheep heaper in 
Australia than any country in the world. 
The average annual labor cost per sheep 
is, in the United States, 82 cents; in South 
America, 23 cents, and in Australia, 7 cents. 
The labor cost of shearing per sheep is, in 
the United States, 9% cents; in Australia, 7 
cents; in South America, 6 cents, and in At 
rica, 2 cents. — 

The full number of sheep in the United 
States is 52,000,000. The total cost, includ- 
ing shearing, of handling this number of 
sheep in our country is $47,580,000. In 
South America it would be $15,080,000 and in 
Australia $7,280,000. Australia, which is 
our chief competitor in woul production, has 
an advantage over us in handling the same 
number of sheep of $40,300,000. 

In the United States 74,128 men are em- 
ployed throughout the.year. The cost of 
boarding employees in the United States 
and in Australia is about the same. in 
South America it is less than one-half, 
while in Africa the total wages, including 
the cost of board, averages $4.91 per month. 

In the United States the forage consumed 
by each sheep in ope year costs the owner 
45 cents; in South America, 25 cents per 
head; in Africa, 35 cents per head; but in 
Australia only 8 cents per head. The low 
cost in Australia is due to the paternal land- 
leasing system practiced by the Australian 
government, in order to foster and protect 
the sheep industry. The annual cost of 
feeding 52,000,000 sheep in the United States 
is $23,400,000, in South America it would be 
$18,200,000 and in Australia but $4,160,000.
